On Condition That H« Go to Massachu 
setts to Reside and Gives Reasons. 

Little Rock, Ark., May «.— 
Gov. Jefferson Davis today par- 
doned Thompson, a negro, on 
condition that Thompson go to 
Massachusetts within the next SO 
days with the intention of be- 
coming a citizen of that State. 
Thompson was convicted in l'rai- 
rie county of assault with intent 
to kill and sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary. The 
Governor makes the following 
indorsement on the application 
for pardon : 

Having just returned from the 
North, and having heard many ex- 
pressions of sympathy by the citi- 
zens of Massachusetts for what they 
were pleased to call tne poor oppress- 
ed negro of the South, and desiring 
that they shall have an opportunity 
to reform a certain portion of the 
negro population of our State: 

Therefore, I, Jefferson Davis, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Arkansas, by 
virtue of the Constitution and laws 
of Arkansas, do grant unto Andrew 
Thompson, a negro, a full and free 
pardon on condition that he become, 
within the next 80 clays, a citizen of 
Massachusetts.— Courier- Journal.

The best attorneys 
were on hand at this same Dixon 
court, to defend Wood and Bar 
naby, who are also charged with 
the murder of Morton Bush, 
whose only crime was that he 
preferred to work in a non-union 
mine rather than starve in idle- 
ness at the command of the U, 
M. W., officials. Eggles' pun 
ishment was deserved. He is a 
murderer, but he is not as guilt v 
as one of the men who pent him 
forth to do this murder. Time 
will tell if all the guilty will be 
punished, but the coils of the law 
are tightening and the men who 
have defied the law and claimed 
to be above all law — who hav< 
asserted they could not be con- 
victed of any crime, because 
they would clear themselves by 
perjury, may yet be punished,

Davis characterizes 
the rifle fire of the Americans 
cellent, and says he has neve 
nessed a performance excelling the 
capture of the Moro fort in gallantry 

0«n. Davis says, also, it is his pain 
(ul duty to announce that the over- 
throw of Moro power was not ac- 
complished without severe loss t« the 
Americans. One officer and seven en- 
listed men wars killed, while four of- 
ficers and 30 enlisted men were 
wounded. 

After the 84 Moros who survived 
the assault had marched out of the 
fort, eight others who were 
cealed there made an unsuccessful 
break for liberty. Some of the Moro 
wounded tried to stab the American 
soldiers who were succoring them. 

It is impossible to give the total of 
Moro dead, as a number of them are 
lying in the tall grass. The fort v 
defended by 300 men. Its capti 
saves a siege, and it would have been 
impossible to carry the position with- 
out scaling ladders. 

Oen. Davis further reports his in- 
trntion of retaining his prisoners un- 
til the few adjacent Moro forts are 
occupied. Then, with the consent of 
Oen. Chaffee, he will retain ten of his 
principal captivea as hostages and re- 
lease the others. 

The American forces who attacked 
the fort numbered 470 meu and four 



It rained hard during the night pre- 
ceding the attack, and the men were 
without blankets. The battery fired 
120 rounds at a range of 1,400 yards. 

Oen. Davis adds that he is sending 
the dead to Malaban for burial. He 
intends to invite the sultan of Tarlas 
to an interview.

The paper is printed at the ex- 
pense of the Cherokee goverment, 
has its own modern plant, office 
building, etc. The type was cast 
inspacial molds, and the molds 
were destroyed. Today its cir- 
culation is less than HOti, and all 
of those are deadheads. The 
editor and compositor are paid 
by the Cherokee government, but 
since that is doomed the end 
iB in sight.

The rauk and file of the army 
are believed to be In sympathy with 
the present Socialistic - Republican 
movement. These things, it is alleged, 
have made King Leopold weary of his 
Job.

He has always been a hard 
worker, and, though ho Is no longer 
young and has a white beard of pa- 
triarchal length, his alertness is that 
of a wan In the prime of life.

Several weeks ago U. 8. Sen- 
ntor Hansbrough, (N. D. ) in- 
troduced a bill to prohibit the 
Rale of alcoholic liquors in all 
government building?. On 
April 24, the reform forces at 
the captal were given a hearing 
on the measure. Addresses were 
made by Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts 
and Kev. O. R. Miller, represent- 
ing the International Reform 
Bureau ; Mrs. Margaret Dye 
Ellis, national superintendent of 
legislation of the W. C. T. U ; 
Ella M. Thacher, national W. C. 
T. U., superintendent of soldiers 
and sailors, and 8. E. Nicholson, 
secretary of the American Anti- 
Saloon League. A written state- 
ment was also presented by Hon. 
Joshwa L. Bailey, president of 
the National Temperance Socie- 
ty. 

The hearing was held before 
the committee on immigration 
to which the measure had been 
referred. 

Dr. Crafts said 10 his address 
that in order to get at the facts 
in the case he made a special 
trip to Ellis Island on Monday, 
April 521. On the official ferry- 
boat from New York nothing 
was carried for cargo except 12< 
dozen bottles of beer. In tw( 
outside restaurants used by visit 
ors, one might have milk or tea 
or coffee instead of beer, but at 
the only lunch counters accessi 
ble to the immigrates, there wai 
nothing but an abundance of 
beer. When in some city the 
list of men who rent buildings to 
liquors dealers is published, it is 
not regarded as a roll of honor. 
Surely then the public buildings 
whose ownership all Christian 
citizens share, should not be 
rented for a business which most 
of them despise. 

Senator Penrose who is chair- 
man of the immigratioa com- 
mittee, took great interest in the 
matter and expressed himself as 
heartily in favor of the provis- 
ions of the bill, but made some 
suggestions as to proceedure. 

As the result of the hearing it 
was decided to seperat« the bill 
into two proposals. April 24, 
Senator Penrose introduced a 
bill to prohibit the sale of liquor 
at all immigrant stations of the 
United States. 

The other proposal, a bill to 
prohibit the sale of liquor in all 
government buildings, was intro- 
duced Senator McCumber, of 
North Dafcota. 

The first bill will go before 
the committee on immagration 
scheduled to be considered again 
the first week in May, with a 
strong probability of a favorable 
report. The McCumber bill will 
go to the committee on govern- 
ment buildings, of which Senator 
Fairbanks is chairman and Sena- 
tor McCumber a member. Both 
measures will be vigorously 
pushed bytheir sponsors. 

In a few days, the same bills 
were to be introduced in some 
form in the House and then the 
campaign for ousting liquor 
dives, licensed and unlicensed, 
from government buildings of all 
sorts will be well under way. 

On the same day that the Sen- 
ate bills were introduced, the 
matter of the beer dives at Ellis 
Island was laid before President 
Roosevelt and the uttention of 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw 
will also be called to the matter. 
Mr. Shaw i& prominent in the 
councils of the Methodist church, 
and it will be interesting to know 
whether he will continue to 
stand sponsor for the sins com- 
mitted by hi6 predecessor. 

Protests and petitions to Con- 
gress should be sent to Senators 
Penrose and McCumber., Metho- 
dists might also do a good work 
bv writing Secretary Shaw. ■

One Phase of the Attact of the tnemy 

The passage of the law in Ver- 
mont, in 18S2, requiring the 
teaching of the physiological ef- 
fects of alcohol in the public 
schools, and the enactment of 
similar laws in other states, 
created a demand for graded 
school books adapted to these re- 
quirements. 

The first set of books to meet 
this want, that was recognized 
by the friends of the movement, 
was the "1'athfinder Series," 
published in LIN, which imme- 
diately had a large sale. 

This aroused the publishers of 
other physiologies, who gathered 
a few statements concerning al- 
cohol and adding them to the 
back of their old high-school 
physiologies, forced them on the 
schools regardless, to meet this 
new demand. 

Very soon other books appear- 
ed that were distorted in propor- 
tions and of inferior grades, and 
it became very evident that to 
make these laws effective, some 
accurate standard of authority 
must be fixed and maintained, 
by some acknowledged authority, 
otherwise a cdnfusion of books 
and authorities would neutralize 
the good eff ects of the teachiug. 

To avert this danger it was 
thought best to organize a vol- 
untary committee of clergymen, 
educators and physicians, who 
would decide on the merits of 
the different books and endorse 
thase that attained a given stand- 
dard of scientific and pedagogic 
accuracy. 

This advisory is independent 
of the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, and has only one 
purpose, to promote adequate 
and scientific teaching in the 
text-books on physiology and 
hygiene in regard to the effects 
of alcohol and other narcotics. 

The reputation of the mem- 
bers of this board gave to their 
endorsement a value that was 
quickly noticed by authors and 
publishers. The enactment of 
these law9 in the forty-five states 
of the Union, created a large de- 
maud for text-books, and when 
some interested parties attempt- 
ed to underestimate their value, 
they were met by a storm of 
ridicule and overwhelmed with 
duision. That these works were 
of extra value is attested by the 
fact that among the authors are 
such writers as the late Dr. H. 
Newell Martu, F. R. S., I'rof. of 
Biology in John Hopkins Uni- 
versity ; Dr. Winfield S. Hall, a 
graduate of Leipsic, and I'rof. of 
Physiology in Northwestern 
University Medical School ; Dr. 
Henry F. Hewes, Instructor in 
Physiological Chemistrv, Har- 
vard Medical school, Cambridge, 
Mass., and other competent 
writers and teachers. 

Kor men with only an average 
business education to character- 
ize all these books as inaccurate 
is to assume a superiority of 
knowledge above the authors 
who are scientific specialists, 
that is at least very startling 
but the law well sustained and 
the books kept at a high stand- 
ard, no matter how strong the 
opposition. The recognition of 
these facts iB constantly attract- 
ing the active co-operation of 
an increasing namber of earnest 
men and woman.

He knew Just where to go, for on u 
previous occasion when he and John 
bad been released from prison and 
from the power of the rulers, It Is writ- 
ten that "being let go they went to 
tbelr own company" (Acts lv, 23). 
U-U. Thou art mad. It Is his angel. 
What strange words from a company 
of praying believers when they are 
told that their prayers are answered 
and Peter is nt the door knocking for 
admission. Rhoda was so glad that she 
forgot to open the door for aim, and 
they were so amazed that they could 
not believe her. We might not wonder 
to have the world count the believer 
mad (lsa. lis. ir>, margin; Hos. is, 7; 
John x. 10), bat for believe:*, and such 
as Uiese, to count eai Ii other mad Is 
more strange. May we not be so clow 
to act upon Jer. xxxiil. 3. or to live in 
Ps. IzJI, 0. 

16. 17. Go shew these thins* unto James 
and to the brethren. 

Peter continued knocking, the only, 
thing he could do, for doors did cot 
open to him as prison gates to the an- 
gel, and In due time they Opened to him 
and were astonished to see him. He. 
quieting them, told them all that the 
Lord had done for him and bade them 
teil James and the others. This is the 
James of chapter iv, 13, who stems to 
have been president of the council at 
Jerusalem, James the brother of John 
having been slain (verse 2). Every re- 
deemed soul has been delivered from 
prison and death far worse than any 
Herod could afflict with, and bow glad- 
ly we should tell of the deliverance 
God haB wrought for us CPs. xl, 1-8), 
but how few seem glad to tell it to His 
glory that He may be magnified. 

18, 10. Herod's soldiers put to death, 
and Herod himself dying such an aw- 
ful death (verse 23), while Peter was 
delivered from their bands, reminds us 
of that morning when Daniel came 
forth from the den of Hons, but bis en 
emies were put into the same den nev- 
er to come forth. It makes us think of 
the gharious morning of our Lord's ap- 
pearing (Ps. xlix, 14; xxx, 6; xlvi, ft, 
margin, exxx, 0, etc.) for the deliver- 
ance Qf His people and of the unbe- 
lievers for whom there shall be no 
morning, but only the out* 
forever (laa. vlll. 20, R. V.).

The Interpretation of Children's Songs. 

In the May number of Truth, the 
Woman's Forum. KAtherine Craw- 
ford lias a charming analysis of the 
change in children's music during 
the last decade. 

"It is hardly possible,' - says Miss 
Crawford, "in the limitations of an 
article to give other than the most 
general suggestions in this stud 
Song Analysis for Children. Ol 
unwritten laws, the most important 
is the one least regarded; the sing- 
ing of the songs shotikl be as simple 
and natural, in phrasing and inflec- 
tion, as in the telling of their stories 
to the child. Avoid rigid adherence 
to the time-mark as such, except in 
songs requiring a regular recurrence 
of the musical beat. The pacing of 
words and wooden eyebrows gener 
ally go together. Sometimes a little 
song passes successfully through the 
verbal analysis to meet its death on 
the piano. In this latter, the Kin- 
dergarten possesses a valuable aide- 
de-camp if through "singing fing- 
ers" it is to the child a sentient be- 
ing and not an instrument of per- 
cussion. There is a floating quality 
iu children's voices which needs the 
anchorage of a firm, clean-cut touch 

the piano.
